Palm Beach county high schools are assured of nine 
months operation for the term! of 1938-39. Members of 
the county. school board, who were making an inspection 
of the Glades schools Wednesday and Thursday, made this 
statement in Pahokee Thursday morning. Carl Widell, 
chairman; and Board Members Salvatore and Engram, 
comprising the county board, gave out, the statement to 
a representative of this newspaper. They were not sure, 
however, whether it will be possible to continue. operation 
of elementary schools for more than eight and one-half 
months. , b 

Messrs. Widell, Engram and Salvatore pointed out ° 
that.all schools in Duval, Hillsboroygh and Pinellas county 
will close At the end of eight months. More than half of 
the school in. smaller counties throughout the state. will 
finish terms of eight months and many will operate only 
seven. months. The board members stated that they are 
doing everything possible to secure funds with which to 
operate the Palm Beach county. schools the required length 
of time. ‘ l 

One board-member said: “It is imperative that we 
continue operation of accredited high schools for the full 
nine/months term in order not to jeopardize their stand- 
ing.”

members who are working with 
vegetable crops-the group will be 
shown the ficid plots where fer- 
tility, inséct and diseasesproblems 
are under investigation. 

Dr. G.-R. Townsend will discuss 
bis work on potato seed sources 
and treatment in relation to seed 
plece decay as well ag the latest 
information relating to the spray- 
ing of celery, potatoes, tomatoes 
and beans. . He wilt also demon- 
strate his bean breeding experi- 
ments. 

Dr. J. R. Beckenbach will dis- 
play plots of celery varieties and 
of tomitoes growing on areas held 
at different soll water levels. He 
will discuss work on the problems 
of puffiness of tomatoes and the 
nutritional -requirements of beans. 

Dr. J. W. Wilson will discuss 
experiments relating to wireworm 
control in celery seed beds, the 
bud worm of corn'and problems 
associated with jassids and thrips.
